Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. In view of applicant's amendments, filed 22 March 2004, all previous rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 are withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Regarding the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), Applicant's arguments filed 22 
March 2004, pp. 6-7, have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant's specification does not support the contention that the term "a re-constructed 
document" must necessarily encompass its creation in response to an error. No 
limitations teaching to error handling can be read into the claims as written, and the final 
rejection is therefore maintained.
